Men In the United States Considerably 


Outnumber tho Women. 
' There are 1,500,000 more men than wom- 
•n in the United States, or rather 1,500 COO 
more male than female persons, the census 
officials in the Interior department maldnc 
no discrimination between rosy youth and 
crabbed age in their computations. 
If 


this disparity wore generally distributed 
throughout the whole country, it would 
make the United States an exception 
among civilized countries, in nearly all of 
which women either predominate or are 
nearly as numerous as men. 


The place of tho greatest preponderance 


of women in the United States at the pres- 
ent time is the District of Columbia, where 
the ratio in number as compared with men 
is 110 to 100. Then conies Massachusetts 
105 to 100; tbea Rhode Island, 105 to 100 
and then In the order named North Carch 
lina and Maryland, lOi to 100; Connecticut, 
New Hampshire, New York, South Caro- 
lina and Virginia, 101 to 100. In New York 
state the excess of women over men is 44,- 
000. In New York city there are 20,000, and 
in Brooklyn there are 17,000 more women 
than men. 


In two states tho number of male and fe- 


male persons is substantially the same- 
New Jersey and Louisiana. These were the 
figures in Louisiana in 18M»: Male, 559 350- 
female, 550,237.

In seven southern states, Alabama 


Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky' 
Delaware uud West Virginia; in two west- 
ern states, Ohio and Indiana; in two New 
England states, Maine and Vermont, and 
in Pennsylvania, tlie male population out- 
numbers tho female population in the pro- 
portion of 100 to 95. 


In Illinois the proportion of women to 


men is i)4 per cent; in Florida and Missouri

Not n Subject For Men. 


"Some of our lawmakers," said a veter- 


an lobbyist, who had had experience in 
many capitals, "have very curious con- 
sciences. I remember on one occasion that 
it became necessary to have a certain man 
in a certain state legislature on our side in 
a little legislation of importance, and it 


keep the roadbed, the cars and engines aud 
all tho appliances used in the operation of 
the Ima in such n. condition as to prevent 
accidents to the traveler. The conditions 
of railway travel aro such that tho least 
negligence In respect to such matters is 
likely to result in serious or fatal injury to 
the passengers, and hence a very high meas- 
ure of vigilance is demanded. 


In the development of the law on this 


•ubject an efiort was made some years ago 
to extend the doctrine of which wo havo 
spoken, and to make it apply not only to 
the tracks and the trains running upon 
them, but also to railway platforms and 
the approaches to those platforms, and at 
first tho courts were inclined to hold, and 
many of them did hold, that the same de- 
gree of care was required by the law in re- 
spect to such structures as was prescribed 
in regard to tho roadbed and rolling stock. 


When the Question reached the court of 


appeals, however, that tribunal declined to 
apply so severe a measure of liability to 
the railroad companies and declared that 
so far as approaches to the cars are concern- 
ed, such as platforms, stairways and simi- 
lar structures, a less degree of caro isro- 
quired than is demanded in reference to the 
appliances actually used for the convey- 
ance of passengers, tho reason for tho dis- 
tinction being that tho consequence of de- 
fects in a station or its approaches aro usu- 
ally much less serious in their nature. In 
such cases tho settled rule now appears to be 
that the railroad company is bound only to 
exercise ordinary care iu view of tho danger 
which may reasonably bo anticipated. 


Most of tho suits which have given rise to 


this distinction as to the degree of caro re- 
quired of railroad corporations havo been 
actions to recover damages for injuries sus- 
tained by falling on platforms or stairways 
upon which ice or snow had accumulated, 
tho claim of the plaintiff being that tho 
persons in charge of the station did not 
take proper care to render the entrance to 
or exit from tho station safe for passengers 
to walk upon. In one case of this sort the 
ttfal court toW.ttDmt-cne'ijteps'o! tho sta- 
tion were slippery at the time tho plaintiff 
wqs hurt and thatmpjuis mtglit li«vo been 
taken to prevent them from being so tho 
plaintiff was entitled to a verdict. 


The court of appeals said that this state- 


ment of the law was incorrect because it 
imposed too onerous anobligation upon the 
railroad company. It was within the

Improving the Propeller. 


A novel arrangement of the propeller is 


the contrivance of Nicholas Nolan, from 
which ho expects great increase of steam- 
ship speed. Not only is the propeller turned 
as iu ordinary ships, but two arms from 
above pressed downward and thus extended 
by an additional steam cylinder fores the 
screw back against the water with great 
power, thus pushing the ship ahead with 
a new force. The return movement of tla 
cylinder brings the screw back to its original 
position, while it does not cease to revolve. 
The arms are contracted by the for,je of the 
screw's own forward motion, and the down- 
ward pressure for the backward movement 
is gained from exhaust steam, so that no 
additional power expense

They will very largely multiply trave 
and the electric lines will have an im 
nienso patronage chiefly created b 
tlie increased facilities fur rnpid an 
convenient transit.

grading of road-beds; it can clinil 
tho highest hills with ease and descem 
them with complete control, of speed 
and it goes into the by--way where th 
steam line can never penetrate.

thrive In tdirt and neglect. Yet when we 
review history and learn bow many royal 
victims there have been we must either re- 
fate this theory or conclude that the heada 
of nations have not always hod for a pre- 
cept that trito proverb, "Cleanliness in next 
tofrodllneu." 


LouU XV of France, Mary II of England, 


tha wife of Joseph II of Austria, the Grand 
Dauphin, son of Ixmis IV; William H, 
itafltholder of Holland, and his wife and 
many other royal perftonageg died of small- 
pox. 


Bloody Mary once said' hat smallpox had 


glvsn her the throne of England—not an 
untrue statement, for the young Edward's 
constitution was so impaired and wrecked 
by an attack that he died very shortly after 
going through all the loathsome stages of 
the disease. 


At one time the Austrian court seemed a 


favorite corner of Europe for the scourge. 
Maria Theresa lingered many weeks be- 
tween life and death, awakening one day to 
find the numberless mirrors in her apart- 
ments removed and pictures and draperies 
filling their places. Suspecting the cause, 
she demanded a handglass, and when she 
beheld her soarred and pitted face she 
threw herself open her couch nnd wept, 
vowing that she would never appear in pub- 
lic again. Her greatest fnar was that she 
would lose the love of her husband, whom 
she Idolized. Her daughter-in-law died of 
confluent smallpox, which is the worst form 
of this revolting disease. 


Soon after her interment Josopha, who 


was about to marry the king of Naples, was 
ordered by Maria Theresa—according to an 
old Austrian custom—to descend into the 
tomb of her ancestors and offer a parting 
prayer bofora ascending the Neapolitan 
throne. The young princess, fearing tho 
disease, received the message with conster- 
nation, yet dared not disobey her august 
mother. Tremblingly she descended into 
the gloomy sepulcher, offered a short pray- 
er and returned to the palace. In a few 
days her apprehensions were realized. Tho 
dreadful disease manifested itself in its ut- 
most virulence, and after days and niglits 
of suffering she died. 


Poor "Queen Bess" seemed to be another 


pet mibjeot, for smallpox visited her twice 
during her life. Strange to say, although 
pitted and scarred herself, she objected to 
one of her suitors, the Dukoof Alencon, bo- 
cause "his face was pitted with smallpox." 
A short time after this she had a second at- 
tack herself, and Leicester owed much of 
his advancement Into hei favor to his devo- 
tion and constant watching at her bedside. 


There is something pathetic about the 


bridal of Margaret of Anjou, who, after be- 
ing married by proxy to Henry VI, jour- 
neyed all the way to England to meet her 
spouse. As soouaabhe set Coot upon land she 
was seized with smallpox, and all prepara- 
tions for her welcome had to be suspended 
In consequence of a long and alarming ill- 
ness. Old records state that she sought 
refuge In n convent and was attended by 
» physician who accompanied her from 
Franco. 


Anne of Clevcs was selected by Henry 


VIII as a fourth wife through a lovely pic- 
ture painted by Holbein, and without wait- 
ing to see the original he married her by 
proxy. When Anno arrived in England, 
the royal bridegroom beheld with dismay 
a block haired, heavy bcowed woman, 
deeply pitted by ravages of smallpox. He 
was bitterly disappointed and divorced her 
as soon as possible, Anne making no ob- 
jection, as ulio was glad to escape with her 
head.

Maria—the Duke of Gloucester and the 
Princess of Orange—died of smallpox.

In spite of the injury to one eye and dis- 
figure ment to face he continued her devot- 
ed slave until Nell Gwynne dawned upon 
the horizon and dimmed all other stars, 


In 1670 smallpox created something like 


n panic in the palace of St. James. It 
claimed for its own official 'attendants, a 
maid of honor to the queen and several 
children ot James II, then duke of York. 
The newborn heir to the crown died a few 
weeks after his birth. The second wife of 
James II, Mary Beatrice of Modcna, bore 
many sorrows—widowhood, loss of chil- 
dren, poverty, exile—with fortitude until 
her two remaining children were stricken 
with this malady. Princess Louisa died 
after a short illness. The Chevalier de St. 
George recovered, but was so severely pitted 
his whole face was ono unsightly scar.

While engaged in war with 
France William was seized with smallpox 
In its most malignant (arm, and as the 
eruption refused to come to the surface or 
respond to any treatment the physicians 
declared he would die unless some young, 
healthy person who had never had the dis- 
ease would enter the bed and hold the 
prince in his arms for some time. The ani- 
mal warmth, it was thought, might cause 
the pustules to appear and thus preserve 
the hope of his country. This announce- 
ment produced the greatest consternation 
among the attendants, for even those who 
had had the disease shrank from encounter- 
Ing It again, for the physicians acknowl- 
edged that the experiment might be fatal, 
i Oneof the pages-^a handsome youth—re- 
alizing that the prince would die unless 
this was done, volunteered to be the subject 
of the experiment, which when tried was 
•uccessfnl. Bentlnck imbibed confluent 
smallpox, narrowly escaped with life, and 
his handsome face was marred forever, but 
In after years William rewarded his fidelity 
by making him prime minister. 
\ His wife, Mnxy II ot England, died of 
smallpox. She was addicted to high living, 
overeating and had a fondness for drinking 
rich chocolate and wines at bedtime. She 
was full and large and her blood so thick 
that her constitution was unable to combat 
a disease nourished by her high fed condi- 
tion. Hor Bister and successor, Queen 
Anne, had smallpox when a child. She, 
too, was a great enter, and a close study of 
history proves that most people who have 
died of smallpox Wftte gorinancU and over- 
led.-New York Herald.

To Protect the Pavement. 


A new way of laying pavements beside 


street railways has been devised by Mr. 
Hal ay of the San Francisco cable system. 
Two types of rails have beon in use on street 
rail vays hitherto—the "combination rail" 
and the "girder rail " In both of thorn 
thci e are broad surfaces of. metal on either 
sidi of the proper faces of the rails, and the 
Bine othly laid iron is constantly used by 
thone who traverse the streets in wagons. 
One wheel is permitted to travel on the 
flange of one rail and the other wheel out- 
sid< of the other rail. Incessant travel in 
tha* manner soon cuts deep ruts in any 
pav imont, even the basalt blocks being 
made uneven and destroyed. On streets 
not having car lines there is no particular 
reat on for using one portion of the road- 
waj more than another, and such streets 
are worn down evenly over their whole sur- 
fac( i. It was desired to dcvisesomB method 
by which on tho streets traversed by cars 
drh eis of wagons could bo induced to drive 
as nmch on other portions of the pavement 
as 11 pon that between and beside the rails. 


The plan finally settled upon by Mr. Ha- 


ley vas to use the ordinary T rail similar 
to tuat placed oa tracks everywhere, and 
so l.iy the pavements beside the rails as to 
hav j the surface or face of the rails level 
with the paving. On the inner sides of the 
rail i the pavmg material is so cut away as to 
fon i a narrow groove, in which the flanges 
of c irwheels may run. It is the intention 
to make the groove so narrow that no wheel 
tire can run in it except that of the very 
lightest park wagon or a like vehicle, and 
tho danger of wrecking a wheel to pieces in 
turning out from such a groove will, Mr. 
Haley believes, deter even the dnvefs of 
such light wagons from using the tracks as 
thoioiiglifares.—New York Telegram.

Cultivating Oysters. 


If we cannot "paint the lily," human in- 


genuity and care can nevertheless in many 
ways improve the processes of nature and 
their results.

Man's assistance has enabled her to de- 


velop and expand some of her powers, and 
by restraining some tendencies and encour- 
aging others has brought about wonderful 
variations. A recent instance of this is the 
cultivation of oysters in a tank on the coast 
of the English channel in France. The oys- 
ters have been carefully attended in their 
artificial home since the spring of 1890. 


They have already, in the opinion of the 


experimenters, developed a size and flavor 
superior to those attained by any of the 
oysters in the natural breeding places along 
the coast. Su ppose it should/ be possible to 
improve the quality of oysters as greatly as 
that of strawberries has been improved un 
der cultivation!—Youth's Companion.
